business having been carried o n by Mrs. 
Smith since the disappearncc o f her husband 
[Charles Smith], who is suppo sed to have 
co mmitted suicide by jumpiug fro m the Po rt 
jand steamer a year ago . 
The neighbo rs 
were aro used abo ut 1 o ’clo ck by a number o f 
pisto l sho ts and the po lice were no tified. 
The o fficers 
entered the fro nt do o r and 
fo und the bo dy o f Tho mas Smith, who re­ 
ceived his wo und pro bably up stairs and suc­ 
ceeded in reaching the lo wer landing befo re 
falling. 
A bullet liad entered his fo rehead. 
He was tlie eldest o f the five children. 
Mrs. 
Smith was fo und in bed, 
The indicatio ns 
are that she was sho t while asleep. 
The ball 
entered the right temple. 
All the children 
o ccupied ro o ms in the attic, the seco nd flo cr 
being used fo r general do mestic purpo ses and 
o ne ro o m by Mrs. Smith and Ro semberg. 
William, aged 12, and Augustus, aged seven, 
slept to gether iu a ro o m by themselves. W il­

Augustus was sho t in tbe mo uth, and physi­ 
cians think his reco very do ubtful. 
Charles,

sho ws great deliberatio n o n the part o f 
tlie murderer. 
Ro senberg jumped fro m a 
windo w after tbe sho o ting, and was pre­ 
sumed fo r so me time to have escaped, but 
bis dead bo dy was sho rtly afterward fo und in 
Dane Co urt, 500 feet fro m the bo use.

TRAGEDY IN SU BU R B OF BOSTON. 


A f te r M u rd e rin g a W om an a n d Tw o C h il­ 
li re n , th e A**u*«ln D ied lu a F it.

B o s t o n , July 13.—A horrible tragedy was 
enacted in Somerville early this morning. 
The victims are Mrs. Catherine Smith, aged 
45; her son Thomas, aged 14, and Ihe perpe­ 
trator of the deed, Augustus Rosenberg. 
Two other children of Mrs. Smith 
were 
injured, one of whom will die. 
The m ur­ 
derer has been living with Mrs. Smith for a 
year as her husband, but it is generally be­ 
lieved they were not married. 
The cause of 
the tragedy is not known, although it is 
stated Rosenberg complained 
about 
the 
way he was treated in many matters by 
the 
woman. 
It 
is 
supposed 
a 
recent 
quarrel over their financial affairs was the 
chief cause of the tragedy. 
The scene of the 
shooting was at the corner of Dane-slreet and 
Dane Court, Somerville. 
The ground floor 
is used as a provision and grocery store, the 
business having been carried on by Mrs. 
Smith since the disappearnce of her husband 
[Charles Smith], who is supposed to have 
committed suicide by jum piugfrom the Port 
land steamer a year ago. 
The neighbors 
were aroused alwut 1 o’clock by a number of 
pistol shots and the police were notified. 
The officers 
entered the front door and 
found the body of Thomas Smith, who re­ 
ceived his wound probably up stairs aqd suc­ 
ceeded in reaching the lower landing liefore 
falling. 
A bullet had entered his forehead. 
He was the eldest of the five children. 
Mrs. 
Smith was found in bed, 
The indications 
are that she was shot while asleep. 
The ball 
entered the right temple. 
All the children 
occupied rooms iu the attic, the second flocr 
being used for general domestic purposes and 
one room by Mrs. Smith and Rosemberg. 
W illiam, aged 12, and Augustus, aged seven, 
slept together iu a room by themselves. W il­ 
liam was shot 
through* the 
body. 
The 
wound in all probability will prove fatal. 
Augustus was shot in the mouth, and physi­ 
cians tfiink his recovery doubtful. 
Charles, 
aged five, was slightly wounded. 
He whs iu 
bed with his sister Mabel, aged four. 
JTive 
shots for five persons, four of them fatal, 
shows great deliberation on the part of 
tlie murderer. 
Rosenberg jumped from a 
window after the shooting, and was pre­ 
sumed for some time to have escaped, but 
his dead body was shortly afterward found in 
Dane Court, 500 feet from the house. 
There 
was 
no wound, aDd from fro'h at the 
mouth it is thought he either died in a lit or 
from poison. 
Rosenberg was the husband of 
Chatfes Sujjtlj’s sister, who died several years 
ago. 
He had several children living in Sonv 
civille. 
He went to live with Mrs. Smith 
shoitly after the disappearance of her hus­ 
band. 
He was 45 years old.

linger A. Pryor is a Democratic lawyer of 
New Y ork who hies flourished in his p ractice 
by reason of the adm iration of rich and 
litigous Dem ocrats for his rep uted bravery 
as an officer of the Confederate arm y. 
His 
p rom inence and his success are strong evi­ 
dence of the p ermanent hold th at the “ lost 
cause ” has up on the affections of Northern 
Democrats.

cratic effusiveness, and has ever since lived 
on the fat of the land. 
Indeed, he had hard­ 
ly had tim e to come into the ex ercise of the 
rights o f a citizen of the state before an office 
with big salary was offered him which very 
shame com p elled him to decline. Democratic 
generosity to Fit/. John P orter and Gen. Mc­ 
Clellan, which is still well rememlrered, was 
also due to a consciousness that ltotli did less 
dam age to the Confederate cause than to that 
of the Union. 
But there is danger that Gen. Pryor will 
soon fall from his high p edestal of honor 
and success. 
His Confederate record has re­ 
ceived a stain that is not going to rub out. 
The charge is brought against him that he 
was a deserter from the rebel arm y. 
The 
original author of the accusation is Gen. R. 
R. Hem p hill, editor of the Abbeville, S. C., 
M ed iu m. 
'When the accusation tirst ap ­ 
p eared 
Gen. 
Pryor denied 
it up on his 
“ honah,” 
a very convenient commodity 
which your true Southern gentlem an always 
carries about him. 
This did not silence 
Hemp hill. 
Instead of rep lying in his own 
obscure journal, he carried his rejoinder to 
the Charleston New* a n d Co u rier. 
In that 
p ap er he takes up two colum ns of sp ace, 
p art 
of 
it 
with 
letters 
from Confed­ 
erate officers who saw P ryor “ legging it' 
for the Y ankee camp . 
One of these letters is 
written by Major W. S. Dunlop , A uditor of 
the stale of Arkansas,and another by Cap tain 
Isaac F. H unt, who was in com m and of the 
rebel ritic* p its at the time, and ordt red lire to 
be op ened on Pryor as he was hastening into 
the Federal lines. 
This is p retty strong tes 
tim ony and is believed to have closed the 
case. 
But what mortification it m ust bring 
to those New York Dem ocrats who have 
been p atronizing Pryor because they believed 
that he was faithful to the end in lighting for 
the cause to aid which they kep t up theircon 
tinuous “ tire in the re a r” of the Union 
armies. 
But the conviction had been established in 
the N orth long before the w ar that P ryor was 
n coward and a p retender. 
He p rovoked a 
quarrel in Congress with John F. Potter of 
W isconsin and challenged him to m ortal com. 
bat. 
Potter, as the challenged p arty, chose 
for his weap ons Bowie knives, whereup on 
Pryor declined to fight, giving as his reason 
that Bowie knives were brutal weap ons not 
lit for a gentlem an to use.

was hum iliated by his hack-down, and he w as 
not returned to Congress. 
His hasty removal 
to the N orth even before the w ar w as actually 
closed, is ex p lained by H em p hill’s revelation. 
His old Southern friends have been very kind 
to him in keep ing back the secret, so dis­ 
graceful in the eyes of every true Dem ocrat, 
for twenty-five years.

ANOTHER CONFEDERATE IDOL SMASHED. 
Roger A. Pryor is a Democratic lawyer of 
New York who has flourished in his practice 
# 
* 
by reason of the admiration of rich and 
litigous Democrats for his reputed bravery 
as an officer of the Confederate army. His 
promiuence and his success are strong evi­ 
dence of the permanent hold that the “ lost 
cause ” has upon the affections of Northern 
Democrats. If a Republican lawyer of teu 
times Pryors ability were to settle in New 
York and undertake to build up a practice, 
he would have a sorry time of it, and prob­ 
ably be frozen out as a carpet-bagger. But 
when Pryor came to New’ York a veritable 
pauper, he was welcomed w ith true Demo 
cratic effusiveness, and has ever since lived 
on the fat of the land. Indeed, he had hard­ 
ly had time to come into the exercise of the 
rights of a citizen of the state licfore an office 
with big salary was offered him which very 
shame compelled him to decline. Democratic 
generosity to Fitz John Porter and Gen. Mc­ 
Clellan, which is still well remembered, was 
also due to a consciousness that l>oth did less 
damage to the Confederate cause than to that 
of the Union. 
But there is danger that Gen. Pryor will 
soon fall from his high pedestal of honor 
and success. His Confederate record has re­ 
ceived a stain that is not going to rub out. 
The charge is brought against him that he 
was a deserter from the reliel army. The 
original author of the accusation is (Jen. R. 
R. Hemphill, editor of the Abbeville, S. C., 
Milium. When the accusation lirst ap 
pea red Gen. Pryor denied it upon his 
"honah,” a very convenient commodity 
which your true Southern gentleman always 
carries about him. This did not silence 
Hemphill. Instead of replying in his own 
obscure journal, he carried his rejoinder to 
the Charleston New* and Courier. In that 
paper he takes up two columns of space, 
part of it with letters from C’onfed 
crate officers who saw Pryor “ legging it’ 
for the Yankee camp. One of these letters is 
written by Major W. S. Dunlop, Auditor of 
the stale of Arkansas,and another by Captain 
Isaac F. Hunt, who was in command of the 
rebel rifle pits at the time, and ordered lire to 
be opened on Pryor its lie was hastening into 
tin* Federal lines. This is pretty strong tea 
timony and is believed to have closed the 
case. But what mortification it must bring 
to those New York Democrats who have 
been patronizing Pryor because they believed 
that he was faithful to the end in lighting for 
the cause to aid which they kept up theircon- 
tinuous “ tire in the rear” of the Union 
armies. 
But tlu* conviction had lieen established in 
the North long before the war that Pryor was 
n coward anil a pretender. He provoked a 
rpiarrel in Congress with John F. Potter of 
Wisconsin and challenged him to mortal com. 
bat. Potter, as the challenged party, chose 
for his weapons Bowie knives, whereupon 
Pryor declined to fight, giving as his reason 
that Bowie knives were brutal weapons not 
lit for a gentleman to use. The whole South 
was humiliated by his back-down, and he w as 
not returned to Congress. His hasty removal 
to the North even before the war was actually 
closed, is explained by Hemphill’s revelation, 
llis old Southern friends have been very kind 
to him in keeping back the secret, so dis­ 
graceful ;n the eyes of every true Democrat, 
for twen y five years. 
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tainer was advised tn “ pull down his vest.” 
But it was not till he had invited the daugh­ 
ter of Secretary Bayard to “ kiss me sweetly, 
baby dear,” that Washington society deter 
mined to turn its back upon him.

IS INTEMPERANCE DECLINING? 
During 1840 the consumption of liquor in 
the United States per capita was 2.52 gallons 
of spirits, 0.29 gallon of wine and 1.3(5 gal­ 
lons of beer. In 1888 the proportion was as 
follows: spirits, 1.23 gallons; wine, 0.59 gal­ 
lon; beer, 12.48 gallons. From these figures the 
conclusion is educed that the American people 
are becoming more temperate.

Since the disaster at Johnstown, Penn., 
whenever statements have heen made in news­ 
papers about reservoirs, which during a flood 
might endanger lives and property, the res­ 
ervoir of the Kingston Water Works has 
been included. The description usually runs 
as follows: 


At Kingston-on-the Hudson the Sawkiil Creek has 


tieen im)H>unded by a dam HI") feet long and 350 feet 
above tide water level. Though seven miles away 
there is no less than Ud.000,000 gallons ready to de­ 
scend upon the City should this earth and stone em­ 
bankment prove insecure. 


The fact is, that owing to the surface of 
the ground over which the natural course of 
the water of the Sawkiil Creek runs, there 
would not be the least particle of danger to 
this City should the dam of the reservoir give 
way during a freshet. 
The 60,000 gallons 
would flow down the deep raviue through 
which the Sawkiil Creek runs for a distance 
of about three miles and would then empty 
into the Esopus Creek, over three miles dis­ 
tant from tlds City. 
At the junction of the 
Sawkiil with the Esopus there is a wide 
stretch of low farming land, nearly on a lev­ 
el with the creek. 
The water would spread 
itself over this low ground, and, as the Eso­ 
pus sweeps with a rapid current directly 
away from Kingston City, it is not likely 
that the emptying of the reservoir would 
raise the water at this place more than a foot 
or two, if it did at all. 
Damage would be 
done, no doubt, to buildings along the Saw­ 
kiil and on the roadway which traverses the 
upper portion of the Kingston Lowlands 
along the Esopus before mentioned. 
Now, is there any probability of the dam 
of the Kingston Water Works giving way 
even during a freshet? Weak as was tLie 
dam which held the water of the reservoir on 
the Soutli Fork above Johnstown it is gener­ 
ally conceded that it would have withstood 
the pressure had there been a sufficient waste 
weir or overflow. 
The dam of the Kingston 
Water Works is about 100 feet in length,and 
not 195 feet as newspapers have stated. It was 
built across a rocky channel of the Sawkiil. 
A trench was first cut in the rocks across the 
l>ed of the stream, and a wall of masonry 
built up from the bottom of this trench to the 
heighthof 40 feet. 
At I lie upper side of the 
wall, 
a 
puddle 
filling 
was made of 
clay, which was rammed to make it solid and 
tight. 
Then the dam was strengthened by 
an embankment, above and below, which 
sloped away many feet. 
Beyond one end of 
the dam, in the solid rock, an overflow was 
constructed 100 feet in length. This overflow 
is from 12 to 15 feet lower than the top of the 
dam. Owing to a bend in the creek the over­ 
flow is directly in the current of the stream. 
From this overflow the water drops straight 
down into a ravine, probably 
100 
feet 
in depth. 
Such is the 
immense 
body 
of water carried over during a freshet, that 
the water has never exceeded a depth of six 
or seven feet on the overflow. 
What ren­ 
ders this dam still safer is the fact that lie- 
fore the water can reach the top of the dam 
it will overflow the land on the sides of the 
stream a considerable distance away from the 
dam, aud pass around 
into the main chan­ 
nel a quarter of a mile below. 
Besides 
the overflow, there are two pipes 24 inches in 
diameter at the bottom of the dam, which 
are always opened during high water.

CATCHING TROUT NEAR-BY.

A famous author, at the close of au article 
on speckled trout, has said this : 


People inexperienced in such matters, sitting in 


their rooms and thinking of these things, of all po­ 
ets have sung and romancers written, are apt to get 
sadly taken in when they attempt to realize their 
dreams. They expect to enter a sylvan paradise of 
trout, cool retreats, laughing brooks, picturesque 
views, balsamic couches, etc., instead of which they 
find hunger, rain, smose, toil, gnats, mosquitoes, 
dirt, broken rest, vulgar guides and salt pork; and 
they are very apt not to see where the fun comes in. 
But he who goes in a right spirit will not be disap­ 
pointed, and will find the taste of this kind of life 
better though bitterer than the writers have de­ 
scribed. 


And T h e F r e e m a n adds that it is well to 
follow the advice of an old camper—to go 
prepared for a rainy day. 
A bright, cheery 
day along the trout streams is the ideal day. 
The greatest grumbler on earth is likely to 
find pleasure in fishing ou such a day. 
It is 
the rainy day that is likely to ruffie the tem­ 
per and bring out the disagreeable parts of 
human nature. 
To encounter such a day 
without having made special preparation for 
it is almost certain to make the tishiDg trip a 
disastrous one, and leave unpleasant lecol- 
lections of the same. 
With a good tent, how­ 
ever, plenty to eat, comfortable cots to sleep 
on, good books to read and plenty of woolen 
blankets to keep one from shivering, and a 
few other luxuries, at the end of the fishing 
trip the rainy day will be remembered only as 
lending a variety to the same. 
A person living in a large city during the 
month of July, forming his judgment from 
the blistering pavements, would say that trout 
fishing along mountain streams in Ju ly and 
August must be such exhaustive work as not 
likely to be conducive either to pleasure or 
health. 
But it is otherwise. 
The hot air 
does not reach the trout streams of the Cats­ 
kills. 
They are situated far above the level 
of New-York City, in a temperature rarely 
above 70, and often at 60. 
The air is invigo­ 
rating, and to camp out along one of these 
streams fora month during the heated term 
must necessarily he of great benefit. If a per­ 
son could pass every summer along a Catskill 
Mountain stream, and then live an ordinarily 
careful life in the city during the rest of the 
year.it would seem he ought to live to a good 
old age. 
At any rate he will he healthier, 
stronger,more active in brain and muscle and 
buoyant in spirit. 
One of the drawbacks of the heated term 
is mosquitoes. At times, during muggy days, 
they attack fishermeu in swarms. 
Many 
plans have been devised as remedies—such 
us washes for the face and neck—hut with 
no great success. 
The pesky things will 
come to annoy one with their poisonous 
bites. 
There is one protection, a mosquito 
netting, which few fishermen, however, cure 
to use. 
Fishermen have been heard to say 
that of the two evils they prefer iusects. A 
head net costs about 50 cents. 
It consists of 
a wire frame covered with netting. 
It goes 
over the head and hat, and is made to tit the 
shoulders. 
If close and if a persou likes to 
smoke, it is unhandy and a nuisance. 
How­ 
ever, as one of the comforts of a rainy day 
take one along. 
It is of use when you read 
either for mosquitoes or flies. 
A lot of mos­ 
quito netting is quite necessary in the woods. 
It can be fastened to the ridge pole of the 
tent and so arranged as to cover the cots. 
In a former F r e e m a n article the East and 
West Branches of the Neversink were men 
tioned. 
The East Branch runs parallel wit 
the West Branch. 
The forks join at Clary 
ville. 
The East Branch is a tine stream, uu 
demonstrative during the dry season, though 
like all mouutain streams, it booms after a 
rain storm. 
Most of the land bordering it 
owned by John C. Hornbeck, of Wuwarsing 
The fish are not large, hut are usually pieni 
ful. 
During extremely dry weather it i 
more like a brook than a creek. 
Some ti 
ermeu prefer it to the West Branch because 
it is visited by fewer anglers. 
It is a delight 
ful stream along which to camp. 
It rise 
on a plateau 
of 
the 
Slide 
Mountain 
In 
the 
deep 
pools 
near 
its 
head 
t he fish 
are 
almost 
black 
in 
color 
It lias all the beauties of other mountain 
streams—crystal water, mossy hanks, sol 
tude and ice caves, where it passes throng 
gorges in the mountains. 
For miles it run 
through primeval forests, and then widening 
flasses down through newly-made farmin 
and, and so through Dewittville, the princ 
pal village in the town of Denning. 
It cou 
tains many romantic, picturesque spots— 
scenes which lend inspiration to the write 
and the artist. 
Passing from the East 
Branch across the mountain ridge which sop 
arates the two branches of the Neversink, 
anglers may find another stream in which 
there is good trout fishing. 
It is called Bi 
cuit Brook. 
This is au odd name for 
mountain 
brook. 
It 
is 
said 
to 
have 
been named after a n an called 
Biscuit 
It rises on a mountain which sepaiate 
the towns of Denning and Ilardenbergl 
and 
empties 
into 
the 
West 
Branch 
of the Neversink. 
A road leads from the 
West Branch into the tow n of Hardenbur_ 
A walk of a few hours will bring the fisher 
man to the Beaverkill, one of tile most f: 
mous streams of the Catskills. 
The Beaver 
kill runs iu a south-westerly direction, empty 
ing into the East Branch of the Delaware. 
It 
is not a large stream in the town of Harden 
bergh, but is of considerable depth and for 
distance runs through cultivated land. 
It 
said that it is so full of trout and such is their 
anxiety to get the bait that several w ill jum 
from the water at the same time. 
The Ben 
verkill and its branches water a large portion 
of the town of Ilardenburgh. 
Its braiichc 
are outlets to four hikes, Tunis Lake, Balsam 
Lake, Beecher’s Pond and Alder Lake. 
Burroughs, after visiting the Beaverkill 
wrote as follows: 


About 4 o’clock we reached the bank of tlie stream 


flowing west. Hail to the Beaverkill ! and we pushed 
on along its banks. The trout were plenty, and rose 
quickly to the hook: hut we held on our way.de 
signing to go into catnp about 0 o’clock. Many in 
viting places, first on one bauk, then ou the other, 
made us linger, till finally we reached a smooth, dry 
place overshadowed by balsam and hemlock, where 
the creek bent around a little flat, which was so en­ 
tirely to our fancy that we unslungour knapsacks at 
once. 
While 
my 
companions 
were 
cut 


ting 
wood 
and 
making 
other 
preparations 


for 
the 
night, 
it 
fell 
to my lot, as 
the 


most successful angler, to provide the trout for sup 
per and breakfast. 
How shall I describe that wild 


beautiful stream, with features so like those of nil 
other mountain streams ? And yet, as I saw it in the 
deep twilight of those woodson that June afternoon 
with its steady, even flow, and its tranquil, many 
voiced murmur, it made an impression upon my 
mind distinct uud peculiar, fraught in an eminent 
degree with the charm of seclusion and remoteness. 
The solitude was perfect; and I fell that strangeness 
and insignificance which the civilized man must al­ 
ways feel when opposing himself to such a vast 
scene of silence and wildness.” 


Yes, it is a joy forever to the lover of Na 
ture to fish in Catskill Mountain streams.

Miss Helen A. Johnson writes from Sandy 
Creek, N. Y., to T h e F k e e m a n as follows: 
Just where j’ou first catch a glimpse of the 
glittering waters of Lake Ontario, approach­ 
ing from the east, lies this little viilage of 
Sandy Creek. 
And although the magnificent 
Lake is six miles distant it makes itself seen 
and felt in the way of heavy winds, dense 
fogs and fish bones. 
The citizens of the sur­ 
rounding towns make its shores a resort 
during the summer heats and many little 
cabins and some betels may be found at in­ 
tervals around its eastern end. 
Excursion 
crowds are frequent and the woods entertain 
many 
a 
picnic 
party, 
with 
their 
baskets well loaded with eatables, fish fresh 
from the cool waters often being cooked upon 
the spot. 
The roll of the waves and the 
sandy beach remit# one of the grander scene 
upon the shores of old ocean on a smaller 
scale. 
T I ip occasional distant sail and flight 
of birds serve to increase the illusion and only 
the string of bath houses and ii ne of bathers 
is lacking to make it almost a familiar re­ 
sort. 
Sandy Creek has a l>oom, and a town with 
a hootn is always of interest to this booming 
country of ours. 
Already people are begin­ 
ning to look it up and inquiries are made for 
hotel accommodations, etc , and strangers 
may be seen alxnit the street* peering here 
and the re in search of something whispered 
about but invisible. And it is necessary to be 
more than particular in looking after and pro 
tccting this boom, as it is of a nature to easily 
escape them if allowed too much liberty in 
making an effort to display itself. 
Indeed it 
is of that nature that it cannot be seen at all 
unless placed in a pipe as though vou were 
going to smoke it, and yet it is valuable be 
cause it will not smoke* 
It is to he hoped it will not have the effect 
of making the Sandy Creek people light 
headed so they w ill lose their balance and be­ 
come so inflated that their boom will gO;Wp 
in a balloon, as the Lake is too near antj maw 
sink it. 
But upon the whole gas is a good 
thing to have, particularly if it is natural and 
plenty of it, so that the villagers may well 
imagine a prosperous future Ixffore them. 
The quiet little town, hitherto undisturbed by 
anything beyond tlie usual routine, recently 
awoke to the fact that the immense oil belt, 
extending up front Pennsylvania in a north­ 
easterly direction, included this section in its 
limits, and a company was formed to invest! 
gate by means of a bore. 
The well is now 
over 900 feet deep, and the flow of gas un­ 
precedented for that depth. 
It is abundant 
more than enough to run the engine for bor­ 
ing, and at night is burned from a two-inch 
pipe, giving a powerful light, which can be 
seen at a long distance, 
the towns of Pul 
aski, Oswego. Syracuse and others iu the 
neighborhood begin to look upon it with in 
terest, with the idea of piping it to supply 
their streets wilh light aud their factories and 
houses with fuel. 
There is already talk of sinking other 
wells in the neighborhood so as to obtain the 
gas in sufficient quantities to run factories, 
in order to offer inducements to large mauu 
fueturers to settle hero. 
Should oil be found 
in connection with the gas as extensively as 
in some parts of Pennsylvania there is noth-

Tile w ater would spread 
itself over this low ground, and, as the Eso 
pus sweeps with a rapid current directly 
away from Kingston City, it is not likely 
that the em ptying of the reservoir would 
raise lite water at this place more titan a foot 
or two, if it did at all.

lending a variety to the same. 
A person living in a large city during lite 
mouth of July, forming Iii* judgm ent from 
Hie blistering pavement!, would say that trout 
fishing along mountain streams in July anti 
August must la: such exhaustive work a* not 
likely to In1 conducive either to pleasure or 
health. 
Bul it is otherwise. 
The Hot air 
din s not reach Hie trout streams of the Cats­ 
kills. 
They are situated far ntxive the level 
of New York City, in a tem perature rarely 
alsive 70, and often at GO 
Tile air Is invigo 
rating, and to ram p out aioiur one of these 
streams for a month during the heated term 
must necessarily tic of great iienefit. lf a |ier 
son could puss every summer aking a Catskill 
Mountain stream, and tlicit live an ordinarily 
careful life in the (Tty during the rest of the 
year.it would seem lie ought to live to a good 
old age. 
At any rule lie will lie healthier 
stronger,more active in brain aud muscle and 
buoyant in spirit. 
One of Hie drawbacks of the healed te rm 
is mosquitoes. At times, during muggy days 
they a'lad i fishermen iii swarms. 
Many 
plans have U-en devised as remedies—such 
as washes for the face and neck—but with 
no great success. 
The |iesky tilings will 
come to annoy one with their poisonous 
bites. 
There i* one protection, a mosquito 
netting, which few fishermen, however, cart 
to use. 
Fishermen have ltceii heard to say 
that of the two evils they prefer Insect!. A 
head net costs alsiut 50 cents.

L E T T E R FROM E X CISE COM M ISSIONERS. 
Certain Facts and Opinion* for the Evangel­ 
ical A lliance and Alm s Com m issioners. 
Excise Commissioners Mayer and W in­ 
ched have sent the following communication 
to T h e F r eem a n, w ith a request that it be 
published, as “an answer to charges” made 
against them and also to explain their action 
in signing and granting licenses : 
The whole controversy is a reminder of a story, 
recently told by the Hon. F. L. Westbrook about 
what a parrot said : “Too 
much talk." When we 
held our first meet ine, on May G, for this year, the 
Alliance—a bedy of men we very much esteem—we 
received and heard their claims and requests with 
much consideration. We, being servants of the City 
and not of the Alliance, have done all we could 
reasonably to satisfy both our employers and the 
Alliance, and notwithstanding we have reduced the 
number of hotel licenses about 55 per cent- 
and collected for licenses tor the support of the 
Alms House uearly S'J.OOO, or within less than 
$4UO 
as 
much 
as 
we did last 
year 
the Alliance is not yet satisfied. The Alliance com­ 
mends the action of Commissioner Johu J. Groves 
for "standing firm in his integrity and in his convic­ 
tions of the moral iuterests of the City in refusing 
to yield to the importunities of the saloon-keepers." 
Now,the laws of our State give these saloon-keepers 
certain privileges and rights and those privileges 
they are entitled to if they comply with the law, 
and we have been app anted to see that they have 
them. And yet some of the very meu of that hon­ 
orable body that hel|ied to appoint us have beeu de­ 
nied what they applied for. The Alliance iufers 
that notorious places have beer, granted licenses by 
the "other two members of the Board." If the mem- 
bet s of the Alliance knew of any such by 
their own 
knowledge, 
before making an 
assertion of that 
kind, tb-y should 
first 
Lave examined the licenses held by such places to 
see if Commissioner Groves had signed them or not. 
And if they knew of their own knowledge of any 
places before licenses were granted, why did they 
not come forward with hold courage and make a 
protest and sign it as the Rev. A. K. Fuller did 
against a certain place to which no license has been 
given, aud not spread the blame through the press 
on us,when they don't know the character or nature 
of those places, as they have tio occasion to frequent 
them ? As to the remarks made by Alms Commis­ 
sioner Turner we would Infer that he wants to run 
both t»oarils. He says that he does not want to go 
telling around gin-mills, and we believe him; 
neither do the Alms Commissioners. But whose 
duty is it ? We are servants of the Common Coun­ 
cil, and not of the Alms Commissioners, and have 
lieen appointed to grant licenses, and have done so; 
and we undei stand it is the duty of the Alms Com 
missioners to prosecute* any violators of the law. 
When Mr. Turner moved to rescind the resolution 
to prosecute the law-breakers he either wanted to 
shirk his duty or else wanted them to go unpun. 
ished and thereby has made a bigger ass of himself 
than the Excise Commissioners. As to giving h 
censes to houses of had odor, if he knew of any such 
by his own knowledge or experience, why didn't he 
if he wanted to suppress the vice, have the moral 
courage to come or send 
in

over his own signature against it, as our 
spected citizen, George A. Shufeldt, and others did ?

T H E K IN G STO N W A TE R W O RKS DAM. 
Certain Sensalional 
Stories R efuted —A 
Plain Statem ent of Facts and Figure*. 
Since tlie disaster at Johnstown, Penn, 
whenever statements have been made in news 
papers alxnit reservoirs, which during a flood 
might endanger lives and property, the res 
ervoir of the Kingston Water Works lias 
been included. The description usually runs 
as follows: 
At Kingston-on-the Hudson the Sawkill Creek has 
been impounded by a dam 195 feet long and 350 feet 
above tide water level. Though seven miles away 
there is no less than GO.Otm 000 gallons ready to de 
scend upon the City should this earth aud stoue em 
hanknient prove insecure. 
The fact is, that owing to the surface of 
the ground over which the natural course of 
the water of the Sawkill Creek runs, there 
would not be the least particle of danger to 
this City should the dam of the reservoir giv 
way during a freshet. 
The 6(1,000 gallons 
would flow down the deep raviue through 
which the Sawkill Creek runs for a distance 
of about three miles and would then empty 
into the Esopus Creek, over three miles dis 
tant from this City. At the junction of the 
Sawkill with the Esopus there is a wide 
stretch of low fanning land, nearly on a lev 
el with the creek. The water would spread 
itself over this low ground, and, us the Eso 
pus sweeps with a rapid current directly 
away from Kingston City, it is not likely 
that the emptying of the reservoir would 
raise the water at this place more than a foot 
or two, if it did at all. 
Damage would 
done, no doubt, to buildings along the Saw 
kill and on the roadway which traverses the 
upper portion of the Kingston Lowland: 
along the Esopus before mentioned. 
Now, is there any probability of the dam 
of the Kingston W ater Works giving way 
even during a freshet? Weuk as was the 
dam which held the water of the reservoir on 
the South Fork above Johnstown it is gener 
nilv conceded that it would have withstood 
the pressure had there been a sufficient waste 
weir or overflow. The dam of the Kingston 
Water Works is almut 100 feet in length,and 
not 195 feet as newspapers iiavestated. It w 
built across a rocky channel of the Sawkill 
A trench was first cut in the rocks across the 
lied of the stream, and a wall of masonry 
built un from the bottom of this trench to the 
heighth of 40 feet. At the upper side of the 
wall, a puddle filling was made 
clay, which was rammed to make it solid and 
tight. Then the dam was strengthened by 
an embankment, nliove and below, whic 
sloped away many feet- Beyond one end of 
the dam, in the solid rock, an overflow was 
constructed 100 feet in length. This overflow’ 
is from 12 to 15 feet lower than the top of the 
dam. Owing to a bend in the creek the over 
flow is directly in the current of the stream. 
From this overflow the water drops straight 
down into a ravine, probably 100 feet 
in depth. 
Such is the immense l>ody 
of water carried over during a freshet, that 
the water has never exceeded a depth of six 
or seven feet on the overflow. Wliat ren­ 
ders ties dam still safer is the fact that lie- 
fore f’a water can reach the top of the dam 
it will\iverflow the land on the sides of the 
stream a considerable distance away from the 
dam, and pass around into the main chan­ 
nel a quarter of a mile below. Besides 
the overflow, there are two pipes 24 inches in 
diameter at the bottom of the dam, which 
are always opened duriug high water.

And T h e F reem an adds that it is well to 
follow the advice of an old camper—to go 
prepared for a raiuy day. A bright, cheery 
dav aloDg the trout streams is the ideal day. 
The greatest grumbler on earth is likely to 
find pleasure in fishing on such u day. It is 
the rainy day that is likely to ruffle the tem­ 
per and bring out tlie disagreeable parts of 
human nature. To encounter such a day 
without having made special preparation for 
it is almost certain to make the fishing trip a 
disastrous one, and leave unpleasant recol­ 
lections of the same. With a good tent, how­ 
ever, plenty to eat, comfortable cots to sleep 
on, good books to read and plenty of woolen 
blankets to keep one from shivering, and a 
few ottier luxuries, at tiie end of the fishing 
trip tlie rainy day will be remembered only as 
lending a variety to tlie same. 
A person living in a large city during tlie 
mouth of July, forming his judgment from 
tlie blistering pavements, would say that truut 
fishing along mountain streams in July and 
August must be such exhaustive work as not 
likely to be conducive either to pleasure or 
health. But it is otherwise. The hot air 
does not reach tlie trout streams of tlie Cats­ 
kills. They are situated far above the level 
of New-York City, in a temperature rarely 
above 70, and often at CO. The air is invigo- 
ratiug, and to camp out along one of these 
streams for a month during the heated terra 
must necessarily tie of great benefit. If a per 
son could pass every summer along a Catskill 
Mountain stream, and then live an ordinarily 
careful life in tlie city during tlie rest of the 
year.it would seem he ought to live to a good 
old age. At any rale lie will he healthier, 
stronger,more active in brain aud muscle and 
buoyant in spirit. 
One of the drawbacks of the heated term 
is mosquitoes. At times, during muggy days, 
they attack fishermeu in swarms. Many 
plans have been devised as remedies—such 
as washes for tlie face and neck—but witli 
no great success. Tlie pesky things will 
come to annoy one with their poisonous 
bites. There is one protection, a mosquito 
netting, which few fishermen, however, care 
to use. Fishermen have been heard to say 
that of the two evils they prefer insects. A 
head net costs aliout 50 cents. It consists of 
a wire frame covered with netting. It goes 
over the head and hat, and is made to tit the 
shoulders. If close and if a jk t s o u likes to 
smoke, it is unhandy and a nuisance. How­ 
ever, as one of the comforts of a rainy day 
take one along. It is of use when you read 
either for mosquitoes or flies. A lot of nios 
quito netting is quite necessary in the woods 
It can lie fastened to the ridge pole of the 
tent and so arranged as to cover the cots. 
In a former F reem an article the East and 
West Branches of the Neversink were men 
tioned. The East Branch runs parallel with 
the West Branch. The forks join at Clary 
ville. The East Branch is a tine stream, un 
demonstrative during the dry season, though 
like all mountain streams, it booms after 
rain storm. Most of the land bordering it is 
owned by John C. llornlieck, of Wawarsing 
The fish are not large, but are usually plcnti 
ful. During ejitreinely dry weather 
it is 
more like a brook than a creek. Some fish 
ermeu prefer it to the West Branch because 
it is visited by fewer anglers. It is a delight 
ful stream along which to camp. It list 
on a plateau of the Slide Mountain 
In 
the deep 
pools near 
its 
head 
tlie fish are almost black in color 
It has all the beauties of other mountain 
streams—crystal water, mossy hanks, soli 
tude and ice eaves, where it passes through 
gorges in the mountains. For miles it mn 
through primeval forests, and then w idening 
Ílasses down through newly-made farmin 
and, and so through Dewittville, the princi 
pal village in the town of Denning. It cou 
tains many romantic, picturesque spots— 
scenes which lend inspiration to the write 
and the artist. 
Passing from tlie East 
Branch across tlie mountain ridge which sep 
urates the two brandies of the Neversink 
anglers may find another stream in whieh 
there is good trout fishing. It is called Bis 
cuit Brook. This is an odd name for 
mouutnin brook. It is said to hav 
been named after a n an called Biscuit 
It rises on a mountain which sepaiate 
the towns of Denning and Hardenbergh 
and empties into the West 
Branch 
of tlie Neversink. A road leads from tlie 
West Branch into tlie town of Hardenburgh 
A walk of a few hours will bring tlie fisher 
man to tlie Beaverkill, one of tlie most is 
mous streams of tlie Calskills. The Beuve 
kill runs iu a south-westerly direction, empty 
ing into tlie East Branch of the Delaw are. It 
is not a large stream in tlie town of Harden 
bergh, but is of considerable depth and for 
distance runs through cultivated land. It 
said that it is so full of trout and such is their 
uuxietv to get tlie bait that several w ill jump 
from the water at the same time. The Bea 
verkill and its branches water a large portion 
of the town of Hardenburgh. Its branche 
arc outlets to four lakes, Tunis Lake, Balsam 
Luke, Beecher’s Pond and Alder Lake. 
Burroughs, after visiting the Beaverkill 
wrote as follow s: 
About 4 o'clock we reached the hank of the stream 
flowing west. Hail to the Beaverkill ! and we pushed 
on along Its bunks. The trout were plenty, and rose 
quickly to the hook; hut we held on our way, de 
signing to go into camp about U o'clock. Many in 
viting places, first on one bank, then on the other, 
made us Unger, till finally we reached a smooth, dry 
place overshadowed by balsam and hemlock, where 
the creek bent around u little flat, which was so en 
tirely to our fancy that we unslung our knapsacks 
once. 
While 
my 
companions 
were 
cut 
ting wood and making other preparations 
for the night, it fell to my lot, as the 
most successful angler, to provide the trout for sup 
per and breakfast. How shall I describe that wild 
beautiful stream, with features so like those of aL 
other mountain streams ? And yet, as I saw it in the 
deep twilight of those woods on tnat June afternoon 
with its steady, even flow, and its tranquil, many 
voiced murmur, it made an impression upon my 
mind distinct and peculiar, fraught in an eminent 
degree with the charm of seclusion and remoteness. 
The solitude was perfect; and I fell that strangeness 
and iusigniflcance which the civilized man must al­ 
ways feel when opposing himself to such a vast 
scene of silence and wildness." 
Yes, it is it joy forever to tlie lover of Na 
ture to fish in Catskill Mountain streams.

Its 
scenery reminds one of that in the Highlands 
of Scotland. Twenty pretentious cottages 
peep out from the wooded mountain side and 
occupy prominent places ou the cleared 
ground. Many of the buildings are sur­ 
rounded by pretty lawns. 
The magnitude of the proportions of the 
hotel and tiofiidjng hqusc business in this 
favorite region is just beginning to be fully 
comprehended. In Hunter, which is situated 
in the very lp-nrt of the Catskills, alone there 
are 125 summer resorts, the proprietors of 
which say thnt in the aggregate nearly 5,000 
people can be accommodated at u pinch. 
A nesting place of wild cranes has beeu dis­ 


covered on the State Lands near the Peeka- 
moose Mountain. Huuters in the vicinity sav 
they intend enpturimr some of the young 
birds alive. People who are acquainted with 
tin- liubiis of tlie feathery bipeds say tlie old 
birds will light anything tb»t comes near 
their nest, tx- it nmn or beast. The birds 
have been known to pnt the best dogs to 
flight with their strong beaks. 
Among recent arrivals at the Overlook 
Mountain House are George Welker, Mrs. 
llenrv Gittermau. John II. Disbrow, Edwanl 
E. Merritt Herman Heimburgh and Wl£> 
New-York City: Mrs. C. H. Church, F. H.

The little village of New-Kingston. lving 
about five miles north of Margaretville, is 
pleasantly situated in the valley of the Plnt- 
tekdl. The oriiriu of its name is said to he as 
foliows: When the British burned the old 
village of Kingston here, families were given 
50 acres each in the Pluttekill. About 5.000 
acres were taken up, and the settlers named 
the colony New-Kingston. 
The new Lament House at Shaudaken is 
nearly filled with guests. It is situated in a 
rom intic and pretty valley, and there are 
many delightful walks and drives in the vi 
cinity. The house that stood on its site was 
in the olden time a “starting place” for trout 
fishermen. Trout fishing is also one of the 
attractions of the place at present. The 
water furnished the house is from a famous 
spring. 
Trout fishing in tlie streams lias been 
lxjtter this season than for many years past, 
despite the hoggishness displayed bv a cer 
tain class of people whose catches have been 
sold to the New- York City markets. It looks 
though there will be plenty of trout 
tbmuglnill the season, as pot fishermen are 
now being prevented from depleting streams. 
A romantic place for summer boarders who 
prefer the valleys lo the high altitudes 
found at Brodhead’s Bridge, which hamlet 
looks inviting in its mountaiu setting. Among 
11.1: places of interest in the vicinity are the 
romantic Bishop’s Fulls on the Esopus Creek. 
There are delightful walks in other direc­ 
tions, including the climbing of High Point. 
Early comers to Rip Van Winkle’s land 
ive a decided advantage over the more 
tardy guests. The choice of rooms is theirs 
and the fattest trout in the brook is awaiMn 
the worm of the earliest bird. Tlie woods 
mell more fragrant in early summer and the 
views are clearer and more magnificent than 
at a later date. 
That there is no excuse for summer tour­ 
ists in the Catskills becoming thirsty is fully 
evidenced here by the contents of baggage 
and freight cars, en route lo the mountain 
houses. The” bottled goods” shipped to the 
various resorts look tempting to persons of 
biblous habits and tastes. 
The “ Oqungo Club” will give an enter 
tainment in the large tent at Stamford on 
July 24. Among the artists will lie Edward 
Fabian, of New-York City. Tlie holding of 
entertainments in a tent is a novelty enjoyed 
by many summer tourists 
Tlie old saying that “ nothing succeeds 
like suecess,” is verified season after season 
in the Catskill Mountains, and that the 
present summer will be no exception to 
the ¡rencral rule is already proven by the 
large bookings made by boarding house and 
hotel proprietors. 
A large number of City Ixiarders are being 
entertained at Griffin's Corners. Among the 
popular houses are those of George II. Jones, 
Abram Johuson, tin- Hatfield Mansion, tlie 
Overlook House, Alexander Morrison, T. C. 
Barker, the Crosby House and W. A. Cran 
dull. 
A lively scene was presented at the dock of 
the James W. Baldwin here this morning. 
There were many passengers on the steam 
boat for the Catskills. There was a large 
quantity of freight, much of which was 
tropical fruits and garden truck. 
The lame plaza and porch of the Hotel 
Kaaterskill. on Saturday evenings, when the 
season is at its height, presents a pleasing pic­ 
ture and a most animated scene. The elec­ 
tric lights display to advantage the rich toi­ 
lettes of the ladies. 
Pine Ilill, Stamford, Hunter and Palen­ 
ville all lay claim to being tlie “ Saratoga of 
the Catskills,” and an amusing rivalry among 
the inhabitants is the result. The respectivo 
charms and attractions of each are many and 
varied. 
Among the new rolling stock of the Ulster 
& Delaware Railroad for the season of 1889 
are several handsome coaches and two power­ 
ful locomotives. Parlor cars from the West 
Shore Railroad are run through to the Grand 
Hotel. 


R ails of water are provided at Churchill 
Hall, Stamford, in which to put wild and 
cultivated flowers to be sent to tlie Flower 
Mission in New-York City. 
Large quanti 
ties of daisies, ferns, etc., are thus gathered 
At George Mead’s House, on the most 
prominent foot-hills of the Overlook Moun­ 
tain, “old-fashioned hospitality” isdispensed. 
The views obtainable from the plateau are 
extensive and peculiarly charming. 
Tlie Pine Grove House at Gayliead is rap 
idly filling up with City folk. Among the 
people at Gayliead is Counsellor Betts, of 
Catskill. A newspaper will be issued dur­ 
ing tlie summer boarding season. 
Tlie family of Thomas P. Wilkinson, of 
Brooklyn, are occupying their summer resi­ 
dence at the Cascade, Griffin’s Corners. The 
handsome cottages of tlie Fleisclimanns.at this 
village, are also occupied. 
A porcupine that weighed 25 pounds was 
killed by L. G. Allerlon, of Gayliead. one day 
recently. Porcupines are rare in the rauge. 
Only three have been killed during tlie 
past few years.

A “ blouse waist parade” at Grand Gorge 
one day recently provoked much merriment. 
The cannon tired at Stamford on July 4 
was heard a distauce of from 10 to 12 miles.

Miss Helen A. Johnson writes from SaDdy 
Creek. N. Y., to T h e F reem an as follows: 
Just where you first catch a glimpse of the 
glittering waters of Lake Outario, approach­ 
ing from the east, lies this little viilage of 
Sandy Creek. And although the magnificent 
Lake is six miles distant it makes itself seen 
and felt in the way of heavy winds, dense 
fogs and fish bones. The citizens of the sur­ 
rounding towns make its shores a resort 
during the summer heats and many little 
cabins and some betels may be found at in­ 
tervals around its eastern end. Excursion 
crowds are frequent and the woods entertain 
many 
a 
picnic party, 
with 
their 
baskets well loaded with eatables, fish fresh 
from tlie cool waters often being cooked upon 
the spot. The roll of the waves and the 
sandy beach reminff one of the grander scene 
upon the shores of old ocean on a smaller 
scale. Tlie occ asional distant sail and flight 
of birds serve to increase the illusion and only 
the string of bath houses and li ne of bathers 
is lacking to make it almost a familiar re 
sort. 
Sandy Creek lias a boom, and a town with 
a boom is always of interest to this booming 
country of ours. Already people arc begin­ 
ning to look it up and inquiries are made for 
hotel accommodations, etc , and strangers 
may be seen altout the streets peering here 
anil there in search of something whispered 
about but invisible. And it is necessary to be 
more than particular in looking after aud pro­ 
tecting this boom, as it is of a nature to easily 
escape them if allowed too much liberty in 
making an effort to display itself. Indeed it 
is of that nature that it cannot be seen at all 
unless placed in a pipe as though vou were 
going to smoke it, and yet it is valuable be­ 
cause it will not smoke* 
It is to be hoped it will not have tlie effect 
of making tlie Sandy Creek people light­ 
headed so they will lose their balance and lie- 
come so inflated that their boom will gbtup 
in a balloon, as the Lake is too near ancj mg, 
sink it. But upon tlie whole gas is a gooi 
thing to have, particularly if it is natural and 
plenty of it, so that the villagers may well 
imagine a prosperous future ticfore them 
The quiet little town, hitherto undisturbed by 
anything beyond the usual routine, recently 
awoke to tlie fact that the immense oil belt, 
extending up from Pennsylvania in a north­ 
easterly direction, included this section in its 
limits, and a company was formed to investi­ 
gate liy means of a bore. The well is now 
over 900 feet deep, and the flow of gas un­ 
precedented for that depth. It is abundant 
more than enough to run the engine for bor­ 
ing, and at night is burned from a two-inch 
pipe, giving a powerful light, which can be 
seen at a long distance. Tlie towns of Pul 
aski, Oswego. Syracuse and others in the 
neighborhood begin to look upon it witli in 
tcrest, with the idea of pining it to supply 
their streets with light aud their factories and 
houses with fuel. 
There is already talk of sinkiug other 
wells in tlie neighliorhood so as to obtain the 
gas in sufficient quantities to run factories, 
in order to offer inducements to large manu­ 
facturers to settle here. Should oil lie found 
in connection with tlie gas as extensively as 
in some parts of Pennsylvania there is noth­ 
ing to prevent a prosperous oil region equal 
to our neighboring State. 
Socials under the gaslight on the grass the 
suppers cooked by fuel just its it bursts from 
Ibe earth and busy longues, lauding its merits 
form the romantic side of the boom. It will 
not be long before all the streets will be 
lighted and the houses warmed and food 
cooked with natural gas. Every man you 
meet talks gas, and is either President, Di­ 
rector or stockholder in tlie gas company. 
Millions are expected out of it, as if new 
wells are located and found productive great 
inducements will be offered to plant indus­ 
tries of all kinds when expenses can be kept 
at a reduced rate aud transportation is good 
Sandy Creek is the home of the Hon. D 
E. Ainsworth, Yvlio was prominently before 
tlie people last winter as Member of the As­ 
sembly and Chairman of the Committee on 
Appropriations. His contest over the ceil­ 
ing frauds will lie remembered. Mr. Ains­ 
worth at lioir.e is a favorite and may i»e 
found taking part iu all movements socially 
and politically which arise in the town. He 
is modest and unassuming, but at the same 
time bright and watchful, making bis voice 
beard upon various subjects when necessary 
connected with the town. His home is the 
proverbial village house, white with green 
blinds, but lias a cheerful hospitable look. 
His wife, who was a Miss Porter, of the 
town of Pulaski, is a pretty,intelligent-look 
ing woman who interests herself in the vari­ 
ous social reunions of the place, lending her 
assistance at fairs, lawn parties, etc., for the 
benefit of the church and making herself 
generally popular. 
Mr. Ainsworth has a 
cottage at Thousand Island Park, where he 
spends a large part of his summers. 
He delivered the Fourth of July oration at 
Clayton, his native place, this year and is in 
constant requisition at neighboring towns 
for a similar service. 
The Sandy Creek News is a very well con­ 
ducted eight-page puper published wegklv, 
with a good circulation, edited by DqdJey ' 
Corse, a young man devoted to his papyr 
working for its interests and the Republican 
party, although his paper is neutral. 
The Rome & Watertown Railroad, whieh 
passes the eastern end of the town, carries 
immet.se numbers of pleasure-seekers to Tlie 
Thousand Islands at this season of the year. 
Already there are many guests there and the 
fishing is excellent. * Two gentlemen from 
Brooklyn recently made a haul of 85 black 
bass averaging thfee-quarters of a pound 
each. The Islands in their crystal setting 
form a most delightful summer resort, and 
some of their rural retreats equal the far- 
famed cottages of the most extravagant of all 
charming localities in Newport. 
In the town of Oswego, not far distant, is 
tlie summer school, which attracts visitors 
from all parts of the country. Sessions are 
held from July 9, extending over a period of 
six weeks. Lectures upon history and gen­ 
eral literature are given in addition to ihe 
several languages and many students testify 
to the thorough instruction imparted.
